We  displayed  our  dahlias  on  a  thirtyffoot  table  at  the  193 2  Show  of  the 
Dahlia  Society  of  California,  winning  first  prize  in  all  the  classes  we  entered. 

We  entered  two  varieties  of  white  miniature  dahlias  in  competition  in  a 
special  white  exhibit  representing  a  beautiful  bridal  altar  of  silver.  The  first 
was  a  silver  basket  containing  100  blooms  of  the  miniature  Coronne  which 
resembles  a  gardenia  and  brought  us  the  first  prize.  The  picture  of  this  beautv 
ful  basket  appears  on  the  cover  of  our  catalog.  The  second  entry  was  a  glass 
vase  of  the  miniature  cactus  Samaritan  which  also  brought  us  a  first  prize. 
These  two  varieties  were  outstanding  among  the  many  white  dahlias  in  this 
beautiful  display.
